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Communists pull back from air base 
U.S. starts final Viet evacuation 


SAIGON (UPI) — Tho United States 


today began tho final evacuation of 
Americana from South Vietnam. 


The evacuation camo as Viet Cong 


commandos pulled back from the per- 
imeter of Saigon's Tan Son Nhut Air 
Base, letting U.S. Air Force planes 
pick up the evacuees. 


U.S. planes flew into Tan Son Nhut 


as helicopters and buses took Ameri- 
cans from Saigon to tho war-torn air 
base. 


Tho American airlift had been 


stopped for 12 hours by devastating 
Communist rocket, artillery, and In- 
fantry attacks that killed two U.S. 


Marines and closed the air base for 12 
hours. 


In Clark Air Force base In the Phil- 


ippines, a U.S. Air Force spokesman 
said two CI30 cargo planes had been 
able to enter Tan Son Nhut in on ef- 
fort to resume refugee pickups that 
were suspended during tho attacks. 


The airport was open to military 


traffic, but jittery guards sealed off 
tho main gates and turned back 
would-be evacuees who ignored a 24- 
hour curfew and made a last-ditch at- 
tempt to escape tho country. 


In downtown Saigon, trucks pulled 


up at the Brink Hotel and pulled out 


all Americans there In the start of the 
final evacuation of U.S. citizens. 


Military sources said a Viet Cong 


regiment of unknown strength with- 
drew this morning to a command post 
at Tan Phu Trung village on Highway 
1, about 10 miles north of the alrbasc. 


They earlier overran two govern- 


ment ranger battalions in the area, 
tho sources said. 


They said the forward Viet Cong po- 


sitions were in an arc two miles 
northwest to north of tho base. Two 
battalions of crack government spe- 
cial forces, paratrooper, and in- 
fantrymen moved out trying to secure 


tho area. 


Despite the attack on Tan Son Nhut, 


one U.S. C141 Starlifter jet transport 
sped down the runway and took off, 
apparently undamaged. 


Saigon was placed under a 24-hour 


curfew. The health department called 
all hospital workers to their jobs on 
an emergency basis. 


Military sources said Communist 


commandos captured three villages in 
Hoc Mon district, about one mile from 
Tan Son Nhut's center, and that fight- 
ing was under way at three other vil- 
lages. 


Other attacks were reported in the 


Mekong Delta. Field reports said 
three 122mm rockets hit Can Tho, 
South Vietnam's seventh largest city, 
75 miles southwest of Saigon. One 
round hit the riverfront Gioi hotel, 
killing and wounding at least 10 per- 
sons. 


Confusion and panic mounted in Sai- 


gon as the government's position ap- 
peared to crumble even more swiftly. 
Military sources said South Vietnam's 
highest ranking military officer, Joint 
Chief of Staff Chairman Gen. Cao Van 
Vicn, and an unspecified number of 
other senior officers fled the country 
aboard Vien's private C47. 


High schools 
to study drop 
in enrollment

High School Dist. 214, facing drasti- 


cally declining attendance during the 
next eight years, wilt start a long- 
range enrollment study that may lead 
to closing schools or redrawing at- 
tendance boundaries. 


The district board of education Mon- 


day night called for the study while 
turning down a proposal that would 
have Initiated open enrollment at Her- 
soy and Wheeling high schools on an 
experimental basis starting next year. 


Tho administration presented board 


members with three alternative plans 
after residents in an area of Prospect 
Heights had requested district offi- 
cials "lake another look" at attend- 
ance boundaries for Wheeling and 
Hcrsoy. 


The area, bordered by Palatine 


Iload, 
Milwaukee 
Avenue, Camp 


McDonald Iload and Wheeling Road, 
was recently switched from the Hor- 
sey attendance area back to tho 
Wheeling attendance area. 


HKSIDENTS earlier this year asked 


I ho board to rcovaluato tho change 
and consider the possibility of allow- 
ing all students from their area to go 
to Horsey. 


The board decided to stick with its 


present policy, however, of allowing 
only family members who have had 
older brothers or listers attend Hor- 
sey tho choice of cither attending 
Wheeling or Horsey. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the study 


of district boundaries was necessary 
In light of now enrollment-projection 


figures which show some schools de- 
clining drastically In attendance in 
the next six to eight years. 


For 
example, 
Arlington 
High 


School, which currently has 2,350 stu- 
dents, Is projected to drop to 1,345 stu- 
dents by the 1982-83 school year, a de- 
cline of more than 1,000 students, Gil- 
bert said. 


THE DISTINCT over all is expected 


to go from its present enrollment of 
19,455 students to 15,325 students by 
the 1982-83 school year. 


Gilbert said ho sees open enrollment 


in which students who furnish their 
own trnasportatlon can attend schools 
outside their attendance area as, 
"down the road." 


Gilbert said the study is expected to 


take several months or longer.

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'I lied to halt murder contract': Mrs. Swimley

A Schaumburg woman testified Monday sho lied to 


an undercover Investigator to discourage him from set- 
ting up a murder contract on her husband. 


Mnrlcno Swimley, 32, told a Circuit Court jury that 


In a meeting with the Investigator, who posed as a 
contract killer named Jimmy Sunshine just before her 
arrest, sho told him lies to protect ono of her son's 
friends. 


She testified that she only met with Jimmy Sunshine 


at the Woodflcld Shopping Center Jan. 24, 1974 be- 
cause the friend, Kevin Sennc, 15, who had set up the 
meeting, was afraid of repercussions if Mrs. Swimley 
did not appear. 
UNDKR MORK THAN 24 hours of intense cross-exam- 
ination by John DcRosc, an assistant state's attor- 
ney, before Judge Marvin E. Aspen, Mrs. Swimley 
repeatedly denied any Involvement in a search for a 
person to kill her husband, Duanc Sr. 


Sho told the court under questioning by defense at- 


torney Louis Carbonaro: "Kevin sold (the day before 
the meeting) he had talked to a friend in Rochester 
N.Y., and that he was a syndicate man supposed to 
take out a contract on my husband. 


"I was surprised, and I said, 'What do you mean by 


that?' 


"And Kevin sold, 'Aren't you tired of getting beat up 


all that time?' 


"I told him to call the man back ... Ho started 


crying and was afraid if I didn't go the man would do 
something to him. I thought I could discourage whoev- 
er was over there." 


SENNE, UNDER the promise of Immunity against 


prosecution had testified earlier that he, Mrs. Swimley 
and her son, Joseph Endcrle, had planned the murder 
attempt since November, 1973. 


Mrs. Swimley testified that her conversation, which 


has been secretly tape recorded by the investigator, 
Joseph Saladino, was misleading because it was filled 
with lies and nervous reactions. 


Sho told the court she handed Saladino a 10-year-old 


photograph of Swimley hoping that the service uniform 
would make Saladino reluctant to tako the job. Swim- 
ley is a lieutenant colonel in the Illinois Air National 
Guard. 


"I asked him (Saladino) if it could be done over 


there (Germany, where Swimley was stationed), think- 
ing the distance would discourage him," Mrs. Swimley 
said. "I told him I didn't have any money and can't 
get any for a long time. I thought that would dis- 
courage him." 


She gave Saladino her husband's address in Germa- 


ny, knowing a gunman would think it was "impos- 
sible" to make a "hit" at an Air Force base, she 
testified. Mrs. Swimley also said she had asked for a 
time limit on the murder. "According to the movies 
and books, they don't do it on an installment basis," 
she replied when asked why the $5,000 price was to be 
paid in three installments. 


MRS. SYVIMLEY implied in her testimony that her 


husband may have been involved in a plot to get her 
convicted, thus rcsultingin a divorce in which Swimley 


would not have to pay alimony. "I'm beginning to 
think he's behind a lot of this." 


Swimley has filed for divorce, but action is pending 


the trial outcome. Mrs. Swimley said she filed for di- 
vorce twice on the grounds of physical cruelty, but 
dropped the lawsuits. 


She told the court Swimley often had "forged" her 


signatures to documents and that a Schaumburg State 
Bank official admitted he had a difficult time finding 
forgery. Saladino had testified that Mrs. Swiraley 
signed her husband's address in Germany on the back 
of the photograph while Mrs. Swimley denied signing 
it. A handwriting expert for the defense had testified 
that he could not identify the writer even after exam- 
ining samples of Mrs. Swimley's handwriting. 


Mrs. Swimley told the court that Senne was forced to 


lie at the trial because he had called her after the 
arrest and said he was sorry. She testified Swimley 
was friends with some of the police officers in the 
Schaumburg Police Dcpt. and brought them items 
from Europe.

Chrysler to resume rebate plan

Chrysler Corp. launched a new $200 


cash-rebate program Monday that 
will try to entice car buyers Into using 
t h e i r federal income-tax rebate 
checks for down payments on small 
cars. 


C h r y s l e r , which originated in 


January the cosh-rebate scheme that 
helped pull automakers out of their 
worst postwar sales slump, will offer 
the $200 rebates on its Dodge Dart, 
Plymouth Duster and Valiant models 
beginning Thursday. The new pro- 
gram will cover Chrysler's Trades- 
man van and will run through May 31. 


The No. 3 automaker began out- 


lining the program to its dealers Mon- 
day. Spokesman for the other three 
a u t o companies, who reluctantly 
joined Chrysler in the original rebate 
game, said they have no plans to be- 
gin offering cash rebates again. 


CHRYSLER'S ADVERTISING will 


hit hard on the theme: "Good News 
For You From Congress. Good News 
For You From Chrysler." Pictures 
will show checks from the Internal 
Revenue Service along with the 
Chrysler rebate checks. 


Income tax rebate checks of up to 


$200 will be mailed by the Internal 
Revenue Service to all taxpayers in 
May. 


Other automakers are reluctant to 


begin the cash payments again be- 
cause of the high costs — an esti- 
mated $150 million in January and 
February for the four auto companies. 


"This has got to help us," said Don 


Playford, a Chrysler-Plymouth dealer 
in Hillsdale, Mich. "Since the regular 
r e b a t e s ended, our sales have 
dropped. But during February, right 
after the rebates started, our sales 
were triple the normal level." 


R. D. MCLAUGHLIN, Chrysler vice 


president for the sales group, admit- 
ted the company was forced into re- 
newing the rebates because of its lag- 
ging sales. Chrysler is expected to re- 
port later this week a record quarter- 
ly loss that analysts say easily could 
reach $95 million. 


Chrysler sales in mid-April were off 


41 per cent from a year ago compared 
to an Industry average of 18 per cent. 
Sales of its compact models dropped 
even further — Valiant off 73 per cent 
in mid-April and Dart down 71 per 
cent 


"Our April sales were so low we 


thought they needed a stimulus," 
McLaughlin said. "Wo hope this new 
program will help stimulate our sales 
and help reduce a substantial in- 
ventory. 


"What we're trying to do is keep the 


pipeline filled and keep all of our 
plants working," ho said. "All the

U.S. 
ECONOMIC activity dropped 


last month after a slight upturn in 
February, the Commerce Dept. said 
Monday. But the department's chief 
economist said the setback docs not 
preclude an early economic recovery. 


The 0 5 per cent decline in the gov- 


ernment's composite of 12 leading 
economic indicators was slight. But it 
followed on encouraging gain of 0.6 per 
cent in February which halted a sev- 
ere six-month slide. 


James Pate, the Commerce Dept.'s 


chief economist, said the reversal 
does not preclude a "bottoming out in 
the second quarter and recovery in 
the second half of the year." 


The index has been followed widely 


as an indication of future economic 
trends, but it is being revised to elimi- 
nate distortions created by inflation. 
A new index, based on production vol- 
ume rather than price trends, will be 


substituted in May. 


The March drop in the index was 


caused chiefly by a reduction in con- 
sumer installment debt, a typical 
trend in a recession as consumers re- 
duce spending for major items and in- 
crease savings. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES showing a de- 


cline were the length of the average 
work week, new durable goods order, 
the price-labor cost ratio and building 
permits. Prices of industrial mate- 
rials rose. 


The continuing rise in stock prices 


was the biggest plus factor in the in- 
dex. Contracts and orders for plant 
and equipment also moved up in 
March, and new claims for unemploy- 
ment benefits dropped. 


In a separate report, the Labor 


Dept. said the number of strikes and 
the number of persons on strike dur- 
ing the first three months of 1975 were 
the lowest for any first quarter in 
eight years.

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In Johannesbur 
Gunman holding hostages 
turns self in to police 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI) - A lone 


gunman, former Israeli security agent 
who occupied the Johannesburg con- 
sulate with hostages Monday and ter- 
rorized b)stnndcrs by shooting them 
(it ulll, funded himself over to police 
today, the South African Broadcasting 
Corporation said 


The broadcast said David Prottcr, 


the former guard, was the only gun- 
man Mdlng 21 hostages for the oast 
18 hour*. 


1'oncc official* Mild Prottcr was the 


onl> nrmcd man In the building and 
responsible for the shooting and 
wounding of 12 persons and two dead. 


Shortly before he walked out of the 


building, the gunman repeated his de- 
mands for an aircraft to fly him nnd 
the remaining hostages to Israel. He 
said ho wanted to giio an explanation 
for the attack to Israeli Premier Yit- 
zhak Rabin 


He said if his demands wore re- 


jected, he would go ahead with his 
plan to blow up the building and all 
the hostages, radio South Africa said. 


Just before he surrendered, he told 


police all the hostages still were tied 
up with hand grenades. 


"If one goes, we all go," he had told 


police. 


Earlier reports said there was a 


band of guerrillas inside the building. 


In w alkie-talkie radio discussions 


with the occupiers of the consulate 
General Hcndrik van den Bcrgh, head 
of the Bureau of State Security, asked 
Prottcr to release the women. 


The sources said Prottcr replied, 


"We have four women and six men. If 
I let the women go I play into your 
hands " Prottcr said he was speaking 
on behalf of the guerrillas. 


The identity and motives of the oth- 


er gunmen were not immediately 
known. 


The guerrillas threatened to dyna- 


mite the consulate building unless Is- 
raeli ambassador to South Africa Ylt- 
zak Unna opened negotiations with 
men for a getaway by midnight Mon- 
day.

S A I G O N (UPI) — Communist 


forces closing in on Saigon launched 
their heaviest attack of the war on the 
city's Tan Son Nhut air base Tuesday 
— an onslaught of rockets, heavy ar- 
tillery and ground assaults that cost 
American lives for the first time in 16 
months. 


The U S. embassy said two Ameri- 


can Marines died in the predawn of- 
fensive that blew up planes and fur- 
ther crippled the government's bat- 
tered air force, shot down two South 
Vietnamese aircraft and saw the 
Communists capture three villages at 
the airport's edge. 


The attacks quickly underscored the 


failure of new President Duong Van 
Minh's initial quest for peace Minh 
was sworn in only hours earlier as the 
nation's third president within a week, 
and issued a plea to the Communists 
for an immediate cease-fire 


The unidentified Marine guards 


were the first Americans to die in war 
action in Vietnam since December, 
1973 Tho US embassy radio said 
their bodies were taken to a hospital 
just outside the base on the edge of 
Saigon. 


After reports of the deaths reached 


Washington, President Ford called 
the National Security Council to a 
one-hour meeting. Press Secretary 


Ron Ncsscn said later U S. forces had 
not been landed in Saigon. 


As the bombardment eased, US. 


Ambassador Graham Martin left his 
residence under heavy security guard 
and headed for the joint general staff 
compound at Tan Son Nhut to confer 
with South Vietnamese commanders. 


The attacks followed by only 11 


hours the first air assault of the war 
on Tan Son Nhut — a raid by four 
American-built A37s that destroyed 11 
parked planes in two bombing runs, 
then fled to a field at Communist-held 
Phan Rang 165 miles northeast of the 
capital. 


The Communists, already all but 


surrounding the capital, opened their 
attack with a barrage of more than 20 
rockets and with highly accurate So- 
viet-made 130mm artillery — ex- 
plosive evidence they likely have Sai- 
gon itself within range of their biggest 
guns. 


The rockets and mixture of artillery 


and mortar shells smashed into run- 
ways and tore into what remains of 
South Vietnam's already crippled air 
force. Ammunition blew up, rocking 
Saigon Planes were set afire, lighting 
the skies above the capital. Under the 
rocket and artillery barrage, Commu- 
nist troops hit the base's western de- 
fenses with small arms firo and B40 


rockets. Apparently coordinated at- 
tacks erupted in Saigon's "sister city" 
of Chclon, South Vietnamese police 
broadcasts said. 


A senior government officer said 


the Communist attacks did not involve 
regular infantry troops but that North 
Vietnamese army commandos were 
leading them. 


As the sun rose, thick, black clouds 


poured from Tan Son Nhut. Govern- 
ment planes and helicopters swept into 
the skies to try to pinpoint Commu- 
nist positions and stop the advance. 
Within minutes, two South Vietnam- 
ese planes were shot down, apparent- 
ly by Soviet-made ground-to-air SA7 
missiles

grounds they are illegally monopolizing prime-time entertainment 
programming. CBS, NBC and ABC have contended that the civil 
suit, filed by the Nixon administration, was intended merely to 
harass them.

Syria charges executions in Iraq 


A Syrian government spokesman charged Monday that Iraq has 


executed 35 persons in a new crackdown on political dissidents. He 
said more arrests and executions would likely follow. There was no 
Immediate Iraqi comment on the charge, the latest in a mounting 
war of words between Syria and Iraq over their Euphrates River 
border dispute.

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin Is convinced Israel must delay as 


long as possible any proposals for giving back any occupied terri- 
tory to the Arabs, government sources In Jerusalem said. The 
sources said the cabinet agreed that for Israel to enter Geneva 
peace talks with prepared proposals for withdrawal from occupied 
Arab lands would bo seen as a move from weakness. 


House floor vote on Vietnam aid today 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


leadership succeeded Monday In ar- 
ranging a speedy floor vote Tuesday 
on n Senate-passed bill providing $327 
million for aid and evacuation in 
South Vietnam. 


By a voice vote, the House Rules 


Committee waived a rule that re- 
quires legislation to sit in the House 
for three working days before it is 
voted upon. 


Rep. Thomas E. Moorgan, D-Pa., 


chairman of the House International 
.Relations Committee, argued before 
'the Rules Committee that the bill 
should be brought to a quick vote be- 
cause of the emergency in South Viet- 
nam. 


"This is an emergency," he said "I 


think we will sec a speed up in the 
evacuation once it is passed I want to 
get Americans out." 


The Communist air attack on Sai- 


gon's airport Monday prompted Sen- 
ate Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
and Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield to ask the administration to 
close the U S. Embassy In Saigon, re- 
call Ambassador Graham Martin and 
evacuate all remaining Americans. 


State Department sources said only 


954 US. government employes and 
other American citizens were still in 
South Vietnam as of Monday.

For every U.S. school pupil 
House OKs hot lunch subsidy bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


voted Monday to subsidize the hot 
lunch of every U. S. school pupil by a 
nickel, extend the free lunch program 
to children of tho unemployed and 
raise the eligible income for reduced- 
priced lunches. 


The House approved and sent to the 


Senate on a 335-335-59 vote the mea- 
sure which also extends several 
school meal programs beyond this 
year nnd expands the hot lunch cov- 
erage to include an estimated 12 mil- 
lion elementary and secondary stu- 
dents. 


Tho nickel subsidy was attached to 


tho measure on a 213-176 vote when 
supporters argued that students and 
entire school systems were dropping 
out of the 30-year-old federally subsi- 
dized hot lunch program because of 
tho increased cost of the lunch to the 
pupils. 


Opponents argued Uic amendment 


was adding $125 million to n program 
which already was costing $3 billion 
nnd was benefiting no one but the 
children of the middle income and up- 
per income people. Tho nickel sub- 
sidy, they said, did nothing for a fami- 
ly of four with an annual income of 
$10,020 or less. 


The cost of preparing a hot lunch 


which meets tho federal nutritional 
requirements is 84 cents. Because of 
state and federal subsidies, the na- 
tional average cost of these lunches to 
the pupil Is 45 cents. 


Because of the steadily rising prices 


a student must pay for these meals, 
many are dropping out and eating 
less nutritional meals elsewhere, ac- 


cording to proponents of the plan to 
put a 25 cent ceiling on the price of all 
school lunches. 


The nickel subsidy was a com- 


promise between those who wanted 
tho ceiling and those who wonted no 
change in the current program. The 
impasse had caused postponement of 
consideration of the measure lost 
month. The nickel subsidy would be 
given only in the fiscal year 1976 be- 
ginning July 1. 


The measure increases from $5,010 


to $6,262 the family income level of 
children eligible for free lunches and 
allows children from families earning 
$10,020 or less to buy reduced price 
lunches — about 20 cents per meal. 


Cha'rman Carl D. Perkins, D-Ky., 


of the Eduction and Labor Committee, 
argued tho nickel subsidy was "only a 
holding action for one year," designed 
to help cover the school systems' in- 


creased costs of providing the lunch- 
es. 


Opponents, led by Rep AI Quic, 


R-Minn, argued that the nickel sub- 
sidy did nothing for the low-income 
families whose status for free or re- 
duced-price lunches would not change. 
"The principle is wrong," he said, 
noting Congress was simply adding 
$125 million to the federal debt to pay 
subsidies for middle and upper in- 
come families. 


'Great train robber' now sells flowers 


• One of Britain's "great train rob- 


bers" turned up Monday In an unex- 
pected new job — selling flowers at an 
open air stall outside London railway 
station. Ronald "Buster" Edwards, 44, 
was one of 12 men who robbed a royal 
mail train in 1963 and got away with 
$7.4 million, then the largest cash haul 
In criminal history. The dozen robbers 
were sentenced to a total of 307 years 
In prison, tho greatest total ever im- 
posed In a British criminal trial. Ed- 
wards served 9 of his 15 years. Pa- 
rolled three weeks ago, he now sells 
Iris and roses from a stall near Lon- 
don's Waterloo station. Edwards says 
he needs the money. "I'm broke," he 
said. His share of the robbery, 
$360,000, went to "paying people to 
keep quiet" during the three years he 
was free after the robbery.

Area schools won't escape changes 
'Metering' adjustments to metric.. 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


A now Illinois Board of Education 


policy under which state schools will 
convert to teaching the metric system 
of measurement will have a definite 
impact on tho classroom in local 
schools — right down to the quarter- 
teaspoon used in home-economics 
class. 


The state board last week decided 


that the International Systems of 
Units — or the metric system — will 
be adopted as the official instruction 
system of measurement in Illinois 
schools not later than 1080. 


The policy says that beginning in 


tho 1976 school year, junior high and 
high schools will be expected to teach 
only the metric system. 


Primary teachers will be expected 


to teach metric as the major system 
of measurement, gradually phasing 
out tho current English system of 
Inches, feet, ounces and pounds. 


Most elementary and high schools 


already have included the metric sys- 
tem In their curricula but many 
educators see a year of work in store 
for them to meet the 1976 target for 
conversion from English to metric. 


"OUR FIRST JOB is to see exactly 


what needs to be done," said Roder- 
ick C. McLennan, assistant superin- 
tendent for instruction in High School 
Dist. 214. "Some schools arc going to 
have a difficult time making a 100 per 
cent conversion by 1976." 


McLennan and others expect a year 


of teacher workshops and sitting 
down with department heads to map 
out a program of action. 


"We will have to make adjustments 
... but I doubt if we will go out and 
buy all new textbooks," McLennan 
said. "We will phase it (the English 
system) out in a manner that is not 
loo costly for the taxpayer." 


In Dist. 214 and High School Dist. 


211, all measurement in tho science 
curriculum already is based on met- 
ric. Gerald Chapman, assistant to the 
superintendent in Dist. 211, said basic 
changes would have to be made In tho 
general math areas that deal with 
measurement and consideration will 
have to be given to the industrial arts 
and home economics program. 


"Metric is so popular because it is a 


s i m p l e system," Chapman said. 
"Teachers are very familiar with 
metric and have the background to 
teach it. We will have to develop some 
necessary materials, though." 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS and homo eco- 


nomics departments may pose the 
biggest obstacle to the conversion to 
metric. 


"You can't teach young boys and 


girls how to bake and measure in 
metric when all the materials they're 
purchasing and using arc in the Eng- 
lish system." Chapman said. "You 
can't teach the metric system and use 
metric tools in auto shop if all our 
curs arc made under the English sys- 
tem. As the industries arc converted 
to metric we will phase over and pick 
up equipment and supplies." 


"We'll have the tools to work with,"

Some have been doing it. some 
haven't. This will force the issue. It's 
a signal for us to move faster than we 
have been." 


THERE WAS A general sigh of re- 


lief from educators that the mandate 
was handed down as a policy of the 
state Board of Education rather than 
a law approved by the Illinos General 
Assembly. 


"When our board of education 


makes a policy and then receives a 
great deal of pressure because of it, 
they'll reconsider that policy," 
McLennan said. "I think it will be 
easier for us to work with the state 
board than the legislature. They're 
more flexible. It is easier for them to 
amend a policy than it is for the legis- 
lature to change a law."

Witness changes story on payoff 
Fulle tax charge to be dropped 


A petition to drop a $10,000 tnx-cvn- 


slon charge against County Republi- 
can Chairman Floyd T. Fulle was 
filed Monday by U.S. Atty. James R. 
Thompson because a government wit- 
ness has changed his mind about the 
date of an alleged payoff. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Anton R. Valu- 


kas will ask U S. District Court Judge 
Abraham L. Marovltz to drop the 
charge against Fulle (it a hearing 
Wednesday. 


Fulle was Indicted Feb. 13 for fail- 


Ing to report a $10,000 payoff from 
contractor William Adams to in- 
fluence zoning of the Old Madrid 
apartment complex In Palatine Town- 
ship. The complex later was annexed 
to the Village of Palatine. 


Federal prosecutors pinpointed the 


date of the alleged payoff in a court 
brief filed March 31 as one of the lost 
t\\o Saturdays in January 1971. 


ACCORDING TO the petition filed 


Monday, Adams recanted his testi- 
mony April 17 and now says the pay- 
off was delivered to Fulle In May or 
June 1071. 


"Because the trial date is near, to 


ensure the defendant a fair trial and 
an adequate opportunity to meet and 
defend against the charge," Thomp- 
son said in the petition, the charge 
should be dropped. 


The petition also asks permission to 


drop part of a perjury charge against 
Fulle that involves a denial that he 
received the $10,000 from Adams. 


FULLE, 53, of 606 Laurel Ave., 


DCS Plaincs, is scheduled to go on 
trial June 2. He has pleaded innocent 
to all charges. 


Remaining charges against Fulle 


are that he extorted a $10,000 payoff 
from developer Thomas Origer to 


pass apartment zoning for 96 acres 
west of Sanders Road and north of 
Forest View Drive in Northfield 
Township; extorted $20,000 from Sell- 
ergren Inc., Park Ridge, to approve 
zoning for the Old Madrid complex; 
committed perjury before the grand 
jury on the purchase price of a winter 
home in Hollywood Fla., and on ac- 
cepting a $20,000 payoff from Adams, 
and filed false income-tax statements 
in 19C8,1970 and 1971.

State Rep Richard A Mugalian, 


D-Polatinc. resigned Monday night as 
Democratic commlttecman of Pala- 
tine Township, contingent on accept- 
ance of hli successor by the County 
Democratic Central Committee. 


Mugalian conditioned his resigna- 


tion on ratification of his successor by 
the county organization, which is com- 
posed of the township and Chicago 
ward committccmcn of the party. 


At a meeting of the regular organi- 


zation of the Palatine Democrats, 
Walter Sorokn, who had been presi- 
dent of the organization, was elected 
acting committccman to succeed Mu- 
galian. 


Mugalian had promised during his 


campaign he would step down as com- 
mlllecmnn If he won the race for 
state representative in 1072. 


MUGAUAN EXPLAINED to the 


organization members that he feared 
an unconditional resignation might re- 
sult In the county central committee's 
naming a new committccman who 
would not bo acceptable to the Pala- 
tine organization. 


While officers of the Palatine organ- 


ization implicitly admitted that this 
procedure was open to question under 
their own bylaws, they said they 
feared that the lack of any bylaws In 
the county organization would open the 
way for a replacement for Mugalian 
by a Democrat of the choosing of (he 
ChicMn- 


THE ACCEPTED practice In cases 


of resignation of a township com- 
mlttecman has been for the County 
Central Committee to name as a suc- 
cessor (he choice of the local organi- 
zation. However, Mugalian pointed 
out that this practice has no basts in 
law and might not be followed by the 
central committee which has re- 
garded Mugalian as a renegade. 


IN ANOTHER unusual procedure, 


the Palatine organization deliberately 
left two scats vacant in its election of 
a board of directors. This was an 
overt gesture to attract dissident 
Democrats who have deserted the 
township organization to form their 
own "Democratic club." 


The Palatine organization elected 


only six members to its eight-member 
board, In what Mugalian openly ad- 
mitted was a questionable practice 
under the organization's bylaws. Mu- 
galian and Soroka told the members 
that Mugalian has had conversations 
with Robert DiFatta, a leader in the 
Democratic club, which they hoped 
would result in the naming of two of 
the dissident Palatine Democrats to 
the board and bring about a reunifica- 
tion of Palatine Township Democrats. 


The reason for the overture toward 


the alienated Palatine Democrats ap- 
peared clear when Robert Glorch, 
treasurer of the organization, report- 
ed that the regular Palatine Demo- 
cratic organization has seven mem- 
ban who «r« current In their dues. 


Glorch, who Is considered the heir 


apparent to the commltteeman's job, 
was elected president of the organiza- 
tion to serve as president while So- 
roka is acting committccman. 


The Palatine Democratic organiza- 


tion has been subjected to faction- 
alizatlon since the 1974 election in 
which Mugalian was rcclectcd com- 
mlttecman In a race with Peter J. 
Gerling. Gcrling was defeated by Mu- 
galian in 1970 as committccman, and 
Gerling led a rebellion when he was 
again defeated in 1974.

BOSTON — We know the Boston 


Celtics entered this season's National 
Basketball Association playoffs fa- 
vored to repeat as champions, which 
would be their 14th title in 19 years. 


We know the Boston Celtics arc a 


team of enduring tradition: today it is 
the turbulent Cowens, the velvety 
White, the ceaseless HP'1'1'' c, the 
nimble Nelson, the snorting Silas, the 
86-incli-\v ing-spanned Chancy, who, 
when they say he soars to the basket, 
they aren't kidding. 


And we know the Celtics of old: the 


regal Russell, the gossamer Cousy, 
the august Sharman, the snarling 
Hcinsohn, the dashing Jones boys, the 
saggy Satch, the indecorous Loscutoff. 


Anil uc know of the unique parquet 


cnurt on the Boston Garden, and of 
the dramatic championship flags and 
the 10 retired numbers that hang from 
the rafters, dripping uith sentiment. 
Rut they are also dripping \\Ith snot. 
And that's the other part of the story. 


Boston Garden was built in 1928 and 


has rarely been cleaned since, par- 
ticularly the ceiling which is a com- 
motion of vents and tubes and beams 
and wires and pipes and light fixtures 
and catwalks. 


The joint scats over 15,000 for bas- 


ketball games, and many fans are of- 
ten sorry they didn't sit under um- 
brellas. At an ice show once, Sonja 
Henie shot down a chute over the 
crowd for her supposed grand en- 
trance. But when she hit the ice she 
also hit a patch of fallen <=oot and slid 
on her shimmering sequins. 


The pillared Garden is nerhaps the 


only big-time arena today that must 
warn its ticket buyers ibout nearly 
2,000 scats with obstructed views. It 
was built on the second floor of the 
Boston and Maine Railroad Station 
building and constructed in such haste 
that at the first event, a boxing match 
between 
Honcyboy 
Fmnegan 
and 


Andy Rootis, it was discovered that 
someone had left out thc^box offices. 


Tickets are now sold b"esifle the rail- 


road ticket windows, but for years 
tickets were sold at the Garden en- 
trances, creating a mob scene when- 
ever there were two or more custom- 
ers 


The only spot that resembles a gar- 


ilen Is at the railway station entrance, 
where arc sold colorful fruits along 
with bright misegajs. However, near- 
by In this shabby station Is the clatter 
anil thunder of a penny arcade. 


For the Celtics' first several years, 


the musty Garden considered itself 
snooty when it came to the upstart 
pro basketballers. So this would-be 
national tradition, the Celtics, had to 
play second fiddle to rodeos, ice 
shows, 
rasslin* matches, jitterbug 


contests, bike races and the like. And 
from 1946 to the early 1950s the Celts 
played many of their games in the old 
Boston Arena. 


In 194fi, on opening day of the new 


season, the new league and the new 
team, a strange Celtic forward named 
Chuck Connors tried to dunk the ball 
before the game and cracked the 
glass backboard. A rescue party was 
hastily dispatched to the Gulden, 
where backboards were stored 


A rodeo wns on. and the backboards 


were located in tiic rear of the bull 
ring containing a horde of Brahma 
bulls. The basketball contingent halt- 
ed in its tracks. A pair of drunken 
cowboys was solicited and they stag- 
gered right past the pawing bulls and 
dragged the backboards out. (Such 
raw 
courage 
apparently 
inspired 


Chuck Connors, who later went to Hol- 
lywood to become a cowboy himself.) 
At Fair Lanes Bowl 


Legend has it that there were al- 


ways loaded cowboys left over from 
the rodeo. The rodeos ended shortly 
after a famous cowboy was warbling 
his theme song, which was to end with 
a girl partner riding in to join him. 
She galloped in, but slipped and fell 
getting off the horse. The besotted 
singer bent to pick her up but fell on 
her. She wound up picking him up. He 
managed to finish the song, and with 
his final big gesture he accidentally 
knocked off his cowboy hat. 


Nearly one hundred monkeys once 


escaped here from the circus, and it 
took weeks to capture them. The cir- 
cus left with some remaining. The 
wrestling crowd thought nothing of 
monkeys walking along the celling, 
since they had seen Sullivan the Steel- 
worker walk a 10-inch beam wearing 
galoshes one night during the match- 
es. The fans just though It part of the 
e\ening's festivities, until the fire de- 
partment showed up. 


Midget auto racing was killed in the 


Garden when the cars kept falling 
into holes in the cheap track. There 
was a reluctance to continue the ski- 
jumping shows after one skier nearly 
was buried in the hay that she hit af- 
ter the jump. And the police wish to 
eliminate rock concerts because, after 
three hours of foreign smoke, even 
the electricians and vendors and cops 
themselves are in a state of Dotation. 


As for the Celtics' winning tradition, 


well, they were a pretty rotten lot for 
the first 10 years, until Russell joined 
them. It has taken fans here a long 
time to get over that. The Celtics now 
draw about 13,000 a game, and until a 
year ago they rarely averaged more 
than half that. 


It wasn't until last season that the 


Boston fans really began to see past 
the dirt of the Garden and appreciate 
the Celtic tradition. Some of the play- 
ers, though, still haven't caught up. 
This season, for instance, the Celtics 
had a rookie named Bennie Clyde who 
had a neon opinion of himself. At the 
end of one runaway game in midsea- 
son, coach Tommy Heinsohn sum- 
moned Clyde to go in the game. Clyde 
looked at the clock and then dis- 
dainfully back at Heinsohn and said, 
"I don't go into no game with only 
one minute to play." 


This was considered a very un-Bos- 


tonly thing to do. So he was kicked 
off the team. This meant, of course, 
that the next day Bennie Clyde, with 
head hung low, had to hand in his 
Boston Celtic soot.

Auto testing 
not the answer 


T h c 
current 
federal-state- 


county squabble over pollution 
control in Chicago's Loop misses 
the point about how to stop such 
pollution. 


For several years now, in re- 


sponse to high levels of air pollu- 
tion In the Loop, officials have 
tried to apply auto testing as a 
Band-aid to cure the problem. 


The scapegoat in the con- 


troversy is suburban Cook Coun- 
ty, and at the center of the mat- 
ter is an attempt by the federal 
government 
to 
require 
auto 


emission tests for all .suburban 
automobiles. 
(Testing 
of 
au- 


tomobiles belonging to Chicago 
residents is in effect, hut it is 
voluntary, not mandatory.) 


However, the Illinois Environ- 


mental 
Protection 
Agency is 


preparing an alternative 
plan 


that could head off the threat of 
suburban testing. It is submitt- 
ing a proposal to the Illinois Pol- 
lution Control Board that could 
include the installation of pollu- 
tion control devices on taxicabs 
and restrictions on truck traffic 
within the Loop. 


More to the point, however, 


would be a rethinking of our ap- 
proach to the overall problem. 
Instead of attempting to control 
the pollution coming from 
ve- 


hicles in the Loop, it would be 
preferable to ban as much traf- 
fic as possible in the Loop. 


A variety of possibilities exist. 


Perhaps all automotive 
traffic 


— with tlie exception of cabs and 
police cars — could be banned. 
Perhaps a high 
parking 
tax 


could be placed on Loop park- 


ing; 
this would discourage mo- 


torists who could just as easily 
take public transportation into 
the central city. Public vehicles 
such as cabs and buses could be 
equipped with pollution control 
equipment as has been 
sug- 


gested. 


To pick on suburbanites is pat- 


ently unfair, for statistics show 
that only 15 per cent of Loop 
mileage is driven 
by subur- 


banites. In fact, we contribute 
only "one-half of one per cent" 
to Loop pollution, according to 
Philip .1. Mole, county environ- 
mental control director. 


Meaningful 
restrictions 
of 


Loop traffic would cause incon- 
veniences to some, but the over- 
all effect of clearing the air 
would help the health of all Chi- 
cago area residents. Requiring 
suburbanites to have their cars 
checked 
for 
pollution simply 


avoids the direct threat to the 
health of the people who work in 
Chicago's Loop. 


Debunking debris 


It's good to know that at least 


one of those mysterious objects 
which fall ever so often from the 
sky Is, indeed, from an airplane. 


Last week Graham Stewart of 


Moiling Meadows was struck on 
the shoulder as he took out his 
garbage. It happens that the ob- 
ject that hit him was a flat piece 
of metal with instructions print- 
ed on it for the maintenance of a 
jet landing gear. Later it was 
identified as a piece of a Boeing 
707. 


In previous years, when foul 


droppings rained from the sky 
on suburban homes, it was de- 


nied that they came from pass- 
ing aircraft. Even when a chunk 
of an airplane's door fell in Ar- 
lington Height last year, no one 
seemed willing to find the air- 
plane from which it fell. 


For those of us who believe in 


Unidentified Flying Objects, the 
disclosure that Graham Stewart 
was hit by a chunk of airplane 
was a sad one. It would be so 
much easier and nicer to believe 
that such chunks of metal ar- 
rived from Outer Space, rather 
than from the hide of those noisy 
and 
smelly man-made silver 


birds. 


The 
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Too early to back stadium' 


Madison 
Square Garden 
Corpo- 


ration's plan for an 80,000-scat stadium 
next to Arlington Heights Race Track 
is o subject of considerable interest 
and importance to the citizens of Ar- 
lington Heights and surrounding com- 
munities. However, the subject can 
only be approached.with conjecture 
since no formal plans for construc- 
tion, maintenance and operation have 
Ixxrn put forth. I therefore view your 
recent laudatory editorial and news 
article with dismay. 


The editorial ("Sports Stadium A 


Good Idea," April 15) gives an almost 
unqualified endorsement to the ap- 
proval of as yet unsubmittcd plans. It 
attempts to allay any possible fear of 
increased 
taxes 
by 
stating 
that 


through the use of revenue bonds the 
Village of Arlington Heights will incur 
no costs. However, the editorial fails 
to mention potential expenses attend- 
ant to access road construction, reno- 
vation and traffic control, additional 
police and fire protection and the 
probable necessity for increased wa- 
ter and sewage services. It docs not 
question the effect of such a facility 
on the existing flood control problems 
in the area. More importantly, the 
editorial accepts the $25 million price 
tag without exploring the feasibility of 
such a project at that cost. 


The editorial dismisses opposition 


based on increased noiso and traffic 
by suggesting that the stadium would 
only be used for Bear football games. 
On the contrary, it is obvious that no 
edifice costing $25 million or more 
can possibly be justified on such a 
limited basis. Certainly many more 
frequent rentals will be necessary to 
make a stadium financially viable. 
Nor does the editorial consider the 
probable influx of satellite operations 
such as taverns, fast food estab- 
lishments and gus stations and the ob- 
vious problems which they can cause 
the community. 


The editorial was followed by an ar- 


ticle 
misleadingly 
entitled 
"Area 


ready to welcome Bears to Arlington: 
survey" (April 16). The text of the ar- 
ticle itself discloses that the "informal 
survey" taken by The Herald does not 
demonstrate the widespread approval 
of the proposed stadium suggested by 
the headline. You do the community a 
disservice by suggesting without any 
evidence that the majority of resi- 
dents are already favorably disposed 
to the project. 


Questions coverage 


The election is over, the results arc 


in and due to a gross error by the Elk 
Grove Herald — I lost an election! I 
raise three questions: 1) Why didn't 
your editor rcchcck the figures quoted 
in the article submitted by the staff 
writer?

'Let's measure luxury

WASHINGTON — The new Con- 


sumer Price Index released this week 
helps in a general way to show where 
we stand with respect to inflation and 
recession. 


But some members of Congress, 


among them Sen. James L. Buckley, 
R-N.Y., think the compilation of basic 
living costs is not as meaningful as it 
might be. 


Buckley points out that certain 


groups, elderly people, for example, 
have particular needs that aren't nec- 
essarily included in the tabulation. 


Thus he has introduced legislation 


to bring forth a price index supple- 
ment especially tailored for old folks. 


I'm not familiar with the details but 


presumably it would figure in specific 
items, Gcritol, prune juice, etc., that 
the elderly regularly buy. 


I applaud the senator for his 


thoughtfulncss and would like to sug- 
gest that his idea be extended into 
other areas as well. 


Despite the economic downturn, 


many consumers in this country are 
paid well above the subsistence level. 
Ergo, their financial status depends 
not so much on the cost of necessities 
as the cost of extras. 


So if the government were to aug- 


ment the cost of living index with the 
cost of luxury index, this group would 
have a clearer picture of where it 
stands. 


Champagne and caviar probably 


would head the list. Monthly price 
changes for these two items go a long 
way toward determining how high off 
the hog a consumer can live. 


Fatback, which comes from the 


highest part of a hog, also should be 
included, although this delicacy con- 
stitutes only a small fraction of the 
average "ourmet's food bill. 


Rounding out the food section of the 


luxury index would be truffles, pate 
de fois gras, hummingbird tongues 
and tallow, without which elegant can- 
dlelit dinners would be impossible. 


As a further gauge of whether a 


consumer is living in clover.the index 
should average in tlie prices of opera 
capes, 
diamond stickpins, 
ermine 


wraps and, of course, clover itself. 


Like the cost of living index, tlie 


cost of luxury index should include an 
assortment of services as well as 
products. 


Wages for chauffeurs, butlers, va- 


lets, upstairs maids, bodyguards and 
Japanese gardeners definitely would 
be on the list, as would maintenance 
costs for swimming pools, riding 
stables, private landing fields and 
yachts. 


The going rate for restoration of Old 


Masters is another consideration. So 
arc the costs of customizing a jet and 
making annual trips to Cambridge, 
Mass., to have a Harvard accent re- 
furbished. 


The benefits of monthly reports 


showing fluctuations of extravagance

are obvious. It will give consumers a 
better idea of how far beyond their 
means they are living.

the crusty ex-senator from North 
Carolina and one of the popular 
heroes in the constitutional con- 
frontation with former President 
Richard Nixon, brought his down- 
h o m e w i s d o m 
t o N e w 


York City last week.

He addressed radio and tele- 


vision executives, and lie couldn't 
have had a more sympathetic au- 
dience. 


"You don't hold any public of- 


fice, but the mission you perform 
is far more important than that 
performed by anyone who ex- 
ercises political power," Ervin 
told them. 


"You 
make it possible for 


Americans to bo free from tyran- 
ny over the mind and you make it 
possible for our government to 
work." 


Senator Sam, as he became 


known during the long summer of 
Watergate hearings in 1973, was 
in top form. His brows worked up 
and down and his jowls fluttered 
with senatorial sternness. His 
eyes twinkled when he told a joke 
and his face turned severe when 
he quoted the Scriptures. 


He poked good-natured fun at a 


mythical preacher and threw in 
an anecdote about Mark Twain. 
Ho recited a brief history of the 
Bill of Rights and spoke of the se- 
ditious and blasphemous libel 
laws of King George's England. 


Through it all, 400 members of 


the International Radio and Tele- 
vision Society listened as if the 
hulking, 78-year-old Ervin were 
more a living oracle than a mor- 
tal man. They saluted him with a 
standing ovation for his chairman- 
ship of the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee. They laughed at his sto- 
ries and listened 
respectfully 


when he became serious. 


Senator Sam returned the favor. 


"The great thing about America 


is that our news media as a whole 
do not accept the advice which 
Mark Twain is said to have given 
us," Ervin said.

"There ore a lot of people who 


don't like freedom of the press," 
the senator went on, his drawl 
getting more folksy. "Lot of them 
don't like freedom of speech. And 
unfortunately, 
a 
lot of those 


people arc in government." 


Ervin paused for the laughter, 


patted his snow white hair in 
place, then turned serious again. 
"A lot of office holders think that 
the function of a free press is to 
praise them," ho said, "even 
when they dont deserve praise." 


The senator hadn't mentioned 


Watergate by name once in his 
entire speech. But when he finally 
got around to it, the catharsis was 
complete. 


"And I think that the finest ex- 


ample we have in our history of 
good investigative reporting was 
displayed in connection with the 
very tragic Watergate affair," Er- 
vin said. 


"And the press is due the credit 


for restoring our country and put- 
ting it back on the path on which 
it should travel."

Tim TlIHtn pitfall for the con- 


scientious donor is the lack of con- 
fconsiLs about reasonable charity ex- 
penditures. "We are moving Into an 
era of what wo may call 'profes- 
sionalism," said Daniel Cahill, Imme- 
diate past president of the Chicago 
Society of Fund Raising Executives 
and vice president for development of 
Mundclcin College. "It's a little hard 
to tell who Is doing a good job and 
who isn't."

Charities got $24.5 billion in 1973 
U. S. 'gives 'til it hurts/ stats show 


Broad appeals to Americans' generosity netted a whop- 


ping $24.5 billion during 1973, a $2 billion increase from the 
previous year. 


According to the report "Giving USA" prepared by the 


American Assn. of Fund Raising Counsel, $18 billion was 
given to philanthropic causes by individuals. The remain- 
der was offered through bequests, foundations and corpo- 
rations. 


For 1972, 27 million itemized tax returns showed deduc- 


tions for $13.2 billion in donations to charity, or 3.03 per 
cent of adjusted gross income. Two major changes since 
1970 occurred in the giving pattern: first, the average indi- 
vidual contribution rose to $490, 35 per cent higher than in 
1970; second, tho number of those itemizing deductions 
declined 24 per cent. 


WHERE DOES (he money go? A breakdown of the 1973 


distribution of philanthropic donations shows that $10.09 
billion went to religious causes. Other recipients included 
health, and hospitals, $3,98 billion; education, $3.92 billion; 
social welfare, $1.76 billion; arts and humanities, $1.20 bil- 
lion; civic and public, $.6 billion, and other causes, $2.98 
billion. 


American philanthropy is the child of another tradition: 


voluntarism. Within the organizations supported by United 
Way, for example, an estimated 20 million volunteers are 
engaged In the operation of programs. 


Although there are no statistics available on the exact 


numbers of volunteers and donors to private philanthropy, 
the AAFRC estimates that one in every four citizens is 
engaged in some form of support for this endeavor.

Easing hiatal hernia

Inck nf ll(|iiltli In my hotly. I dn drink two |o three Rlnsscs of milk a 
dny. and 1HIP vtitr cream, cream chccio and oilier dairy products 
which mny nlio trnd to bind me. 


Etcrjtlmc I move my bowels I feel a "train on my heart. I don't 


want In lake hxatlvcs loo often. I'm fin. Can you recommend a mild 
laxatlvr and linw often can I lake It? Also, what oilier beverages 
can I take? 


There Is nothing wrong with Incraslng your water Intake. A hiatal 


hernia, hernia of a portion of tho stomach through an enlarged hole 
In the diaphragm, doesn't mean you can't cat a fairly normal diet. 
What you need to do Is cat smaller meals and have maybe five 
meals a day. That way you don't overload your stomach. 


Tho limitation of tho fluids you mentioned Is an effort to protect 


you from excess acid digestive julco formation or tho addition of 
acid ns In fruit juices. You could drink more milk If you liked. A 
weak lemonade might not bother you. I hopo you arc getting 
enough f.-csh fruits and vegetables, or If not that you take vitamin 
C regularly. 


Your diet restrictions no doubt have caused you to eliminate bulk 


or roughage. You don't need to. A bowl of cereal at breakfast would 
bo helpful. Using real whole wheat bread, not Just brown colored 
bread or white bread would bo useful. 


If you cat enough roughage dally and Increase your fluid intake 


to normal, you may do a lot for your bowel problems. 


I DON'T KNOW WHAT you mean by feeling tho strain on your 


heart, but it Is true that difficult bowel movements can affect tho 
heart. They may set off powerful irregularities of tho honrt in 
some people. I have seen more than one case of individuals with a 
recent heart attack who have died during tho strain of a bowel 
movement. 


Also, straining It not a good thing for your hiatal hernia. In- 


creased Intro-abdominal pressure will force the stomach through 
tho enlarged hole, or will squeeze out tho acid material in tho stom- 
ach into tho lower esophagus. You want to avoid both. So, I agree 
that good bowel habits arc important in patients with hiatal hernia. 


I'm not much in favor of laxatives, tho chemical laxatives are 


often irritants to tho digestive tract, and if used very often can be a 
cause of chronic bowel problems. I would prefer that you solvo 
your problem by increasing the bulk in your diet, and following a 
bowl training regime. 


You should talk to your doctor about thcso points. It will help 


your hiatal hernia problems, as well as your bowel problems if you 
develop a good home program.

BPW speaker backs female politicians 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Though overall women have made 


significant gains In politics during 
1974, they must continue to support 
one another In order to be taken 
serious and achieve their goals, Mrs. 
Nina T. Shepherd of Winnctka told a 
packed banquet room of delegates at- 
tending the annual convention of the 
Illinois Business and 
Professional 


Women's Club at a noon luncheon on 
Saturday. 


Over 1,000 women residing through- 


out the state attended the two-day 
convention. 


A c t i v e in community affairs 


throughout the Chicago area, Mrs. 
Shepherd is currently also serving as 
a trustee of the University of Illinois, 
a non-paying job to which she was 
elected. 


USING STATISTICS to drive home 


her main point that "more women are 
needed in elected offices," Mrs. Shep- 
herd cited that in 1969, 305 women 
held legislative scats throughout the 
country. Today that number has 
jumped to 595. Yet it still only repre- 
sents 8 per cent of all the legislative 
scats available. 


And the political picture in Illinois 


Is even bleaker than the national 
scene. She added that women only 
currently hold 14 of the total 236 scats 
in the Illinois General Assembly, an 
increase of 3 from 1972. 


"Yet there is a significant increase 


in the number of women running in 
primary elections and this is political- 


ly conscious raising," she said adding 
that there is also on increased num- 
ber of women delegates attending 
nominating conventions. 


"And these significant gains have 


destroyed some myths, namely that 
women would not support their own 
sex and that men would not vote for 
women," she continued. 


OTHER OBSERVATIONS made by 


Mrs. Shepherd were: 


• Women don't mind admitting they 


don't know everything. They have no 
ego on the line. And if they don't 
know they will vow to find out. This 
opencss of female candidates is dis- 
concerting at times to male candi- 
dates. 


•"In this post-Watergate era people 


are looking for honesty and decency 
and women are perceived to bring 
this to politics. In one way it is an 
asset to be a woman just because we 
haven't participated before. It has 
freed us from any cliches. We now 
can guide our own destinies." 


• "Women must continue to work 


and support each other, confront pow- 
er and not be afraid of it and learn to 
organize. 
Without this supportive 


basis we will never achieve our 
goals." 


MRS. SHEPHERD concluded by 


asking her audience a question. "Will 
women make a difference in politics? 
We will never know until more of us 
try."

1.80; trade 
slowest in 
three weeks 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Investors, concerned over 


gloomy economic news, retreated to the sidelines Mon- 
day and prices suffered a slight loss In the slowest 
trading in nearly three weeks on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, up and down 


throughout the early trading,' lost 1.80 points to 810.00. 
Standard & Poor's 500-stock index fell 0.39 to 86.23. The 
average price of an NYSE common share declined 11 
cents. Declines topped advances, 764 to 652, among the 
1,830 issues crossing the tape. 


Volume totaled 17,830,000 shares, down from the 


20,260,000 traded Friday. It was the slowest turnover 
since 14,317,980 changed hands April 8. 


Analysts said a major depressant was investor con- 


cern about the effects on the bond market of nearly $1 
billion worth of private borrowing proposals by corpo- 
rations and the Treasury's sales plans to raise some 
$6.3 billion. Treasury bill rates fluctuated during the 
day. 


Observers feared these borrowings would force bond 


market prices lower and yields higher, drawing money 
from the stock market. Also, there was renewed con- 
cern the heavy action would put pressure on interest 
rates and rekindle inflation.

Two persons Monday were charged 


with murder in tlw bungled kidnaping 
and death of a wealthy suburban doc- 
tor and two sisters. 


Chicago police said they placed 


charges against Dolores Townsend, 
36, a long-time receptionist for Dr. 
Lawrence Giuckman, 60, and Frank 
Love, 23, a former patient. Six other 
persons arc being sought. 


Giuckman, of Highland Park, was 


found dead in the trunk of his car Fri- 
day night after being abducted earlier 
in the day from his West Side clinic. 
Sisters Minnie and Trcssio Harris, 20 
and 23, were found shot to death in 
the car's back scat. 


Investigators 
believe 
Giuckman 


died of a heart attack after being hit 
on the head. They said the two Harris 
sisters appeared to be innocent vic- 
tims who were shot after Gluckman's 
death to protect the identities of the 
abductors. 


"Giuckman was a sickly man," said 


Sgt. Richard O'Connell. "I don't think 
the yintcnded to kill him. They hit him 
on the head and put him in the trunk 
of his car. Later they discovered he 
had died and this fouled up their ran- 
som-kidnaping plans. 


Police said they believed Giuckman 


and the Harris sisters were picked up 
as they left the doctor's clinic en 
route to Gluckman's second clinic 
where Minnie was to undergo tests. 


Giuckman was hit on the head and

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Communists pull back from air base 
U.S. starts final Viet evacuation 


SAIGON (UPI) - Tho United States 


today began the final evacuation of 
Americans from South Vietnam. 


The evacuation camo as Viet Cong 


commandos pulled back from tho per- 
imeter of Saigon's Tan Son Nhut Air 
BMC, letting U.S. Air Force planes 
pick up the evacuees. 


U.S. planes flew Into Tan Son Nhut 


as helicopters and buses took Ameri- 
cans from Saigon to the war-torn air 
base. 


Tho American airlift had been 


stopped for 12 hours by devastating 
Communist rocket, artillery, and in- 
fantry attacks that killed two U.S. 


Marines and closed the air base for 12 
hours. 


In Clark Air Force base In tho Phil- 


ippines, a U.S. Air Force spokesman 
said two C130 cargo planes had been 
able to enter Tan Son Nhut in an ef- 
fort to resume refugee pickups that 
were suspended during the attacks. 


The airport was open to military 


traffic, but jittery guards scaled off 
the main gates and turned back 
would-be evacuees who ignored a 24- 
hour curfew and made a last-ditch at- 
tempt to escape the country. 


In downtown Saigon, trucks pulled 


up at the Brink Hotel and pulled out 


all Americans there In the start of the 
final evacuation of U.S. citizens. 


Military sources said a Viet Cong 


regiment of unknown strength with- 
drew this morning to a command post 
at Tan Phu Trung village on Highway 
1, about 10 miles north of the airbasc. 


Th'cy earlier overran two govern- 


ment ranger battalions in the area, 
tho sources said. 


They said the forward Viet Cong po- 


sitions were in an arc two miles 
northwest to north of the base. Two 
battalions of crack government spe- 
cial forces, paratrooper, 
and in- 


fantrymen moved out trying to secure 


the area. 


Despite the attack on Tan Son Nhut, 


one U.S. C141 Starliftcr jet transport 
sped down the runway and took off, 
apparently undamaged. 


Saigon was placed under a 24-hour 


curfew. The health department called 
all hospital workers to their jobs on 
an emergency basis. 


Military sources said Communist 


commandos captured three villages in 
Hoc Mon district, about one mile from 
Tan Son Nhut's center, and that fight- 
ing was under way at three other vil- 
lages. 


Other attacks were reported in the 


Mekong Delta. Field reports said 
three 122mm rockets hit Can Tho, 
South Vietnam's seventh largest city, 
75 miles southwest of Saigon. One 
round hit the riverfront Gioi hotel, 
killing and wounding at least 10 per- 
sons. 


Confusion and panic mounted in Sai- 


gon as the government's position ap- 
peared to crumble even more swiftly. 
Military sources said South Vietnam's 
highest ranking military officer, Joint 
Chief of Staff Chairman Gen. Cao Van 
Vien, and an unspecified number of 
other senior officers fled the country 
aboard Vien's private C47.

U.S. starts final Viet evacuation 


SAIGON (UP!) - The United State-, 


today began the final evacuation of 
Americans from South Vietnam. 


The evacuation came as Viet Cong 


commandos pulled back from the per- 
Imctcr of Saigon's Tan Son Nhut Air 
Dose, letting U.S. Air Force planes 
pick up the evacuees. 


U.S. planes flew into Tan Son Nhut 


as helicopters and buses took Ameri- 
cans from Saigon to Ihe war-torn air 
base. 


The American airlift had been 


stopped for 12 hours by devastating 
Communist rocket, artillery, and in- 
fantry attacks that killed two U.S 


Marines and closed the air base for 12 
hours. 


In Clark Air Force base In the Phil- 


ippines, a U.S. Air Force spokesman 
said two C130 cargo planes had been 
able to enter Tan Son Nhut In an ef- 
fort to resume refugee pickups that 
were suspended during Die attacks. 


The airport was open to military 


traffic, but jittery guards scaled off 
the main gates and turned back 
uould-bc evacuees \vho ignored a 24- 
hour curfew and made a last-ditch at- 
tempt to escape the country. 


In downtown Saigon, trucks pulled 


up at the Brink Hotel and pulled out 


all Americans there in (ho start of the 
final evacuation of U.S. citizens 


Military sources said a Viet Cong 


regiment of unknown strength with- 
drew this morning to a command post 
at Ton Phu Trung village on Highway 
1, about 10 miles north of the alrbasc. 


They earlier overran two govern- 


ment ranger battalions in the area, 
the sources said. 


They said the forward Viet Cong po- 


sitions were in an arc two miles 
northwest to north of the base. Two 
battalions of crack government spe- 
cial forces, paratrooper, and in- 
fantrymen moved out trying to secure 


the area. 


Despite the attack on Tan Son Nhut, 


one U.S. C141 Starlifter jet transport 
sped down the runway and took off, 
apparently undamaged. 


Saigon was placed under a 24-hour 


curfew. The health department called 
all hospital workers to their jobs on 
an emergency basis. 


Military sources said Communist 


commandos captured three villages in 
Hoc Mon district, about one mile from 
Tan Son Nhut's center, and that fight- 
ing was under way at three other vil- 
lages. 


Other attacks were reported in the 


Mekong Delta. Field reports said 
three 122mm rockets hit Can Tho, 
South Vietnam's seventh largest city, 
75 miles southwest of Saigon. One 
round hit the riverfront Gioi hotel, 
killing and wounding at least 10 per- 
sons. 


Confusion and panic mounted in Sai- 


gon as the government's position ap- 
peared to crumble even more swiftly. 
Military sources said South Vietnam's 
highest ranking military officer, Joint 
Chief of Staff Chairman Gen. Cao Von 
Vien, and an unspecified number of 
other senior officers fled the. country 
aboard Vien's private C47.

Witness changes story on payoff 
Fulle tax charge to be dropped 


A petition to drop a $10,0(10 tax-eva- 


sion charge against County Republi- 
can Chairman Floyd T. Fulle was 
filed Monday by U.S. Atty. James R. 
Thompson because a government wit- 
ness tins changed his mind about the 
date of an alleged payoff. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Anton It. Vnlu- 


kas will ask U.S. District Court Judge 
Abraham L. Morovllz to drop the 
charge against Fulle at a hearing 
Wednesday. 


Fulle was Indicted Feb. 13 for fail- 


ing to report a $10,000 payoff from 
contractor William Adams to in- 
fluence zoning of the Old Madrid 
apartment complex in Palatine Town- 
ship. The complex later was annexed 
to the Village of Palatine. 


Federal prosecutors pinpointed the 


date of the alleged payoff In a court 
brief filed March 31 as one of the last 
two Saturdays in January 1971. 


ACCORDING TO the petition filed 


Monday, Adams recanted his testi- 
mony April 17 and now says the pay- 
off was delivered to Fulle in May or 
June 1971. 


"Because the trial date is near, to 


ensure the defendant a fair trial and 
an adequate opportunity to meet and 
defend against the charge," Thomp- 
son said in the petition, the charge 
should be dropped. 


The petition also asks permission to 


drop part of a perjury charge against 
Fulle that involves a denial that he 
received the $10,000 from Adams. 


FULLE, 53, of 666 Laurel Ave., 


DCS Plaines, is scheduled to go on 
trial June 2. He has pleaded innocent 
to all charges. 


Remaining charges against Fulle 


are that he extorted a $10,000 payoff 
from developer Thomas Origer to 


pass apartment zoning for 96 acres 
west of Sanders Road and north of 
Forest View Drive in Northfield 
Township; extorted $20,000 from Sell- 
ergren Inc., Park Ridge, to approve 
zoning for the Old Madrid complex; 
committed perjury before the grand 
jury on the purchase price of a winter 
home in Hollywood Fla., and on ac- 
cepting a $20,000 payoff from Adams, 
and filed false income-tax statements 
in 1968,1970 and 1971.

MUGALIAN' EXPLAINED to the 


organization members that he feared 
an unconditional resignation might re- 
sult in the county central committee's 
naming a new committecmim who 
would not be acceptable to the Pala- 
tine organization. 


While officers of the Palatine organ- 


ization implicitly admitted that this 
procedure was open to question under 
their own bylaws, they said they 


feared that the lack of any bylaws In 
the county organization would open the 
way for a replacement for Mugalian 
by a Democrat of the choosing of the 
Chicago Democratic machine. 


THE ACCEPTED practice in cases 


of resignation of a township com- 
mittecman has been for the County 
Central Committee to name as a suc- 
cessor the choice of the local organi- 
zation. However, Mugalian pointed 
out that this practice has no basis in 
law and might not be followed by the 
central committee which has re- 
garded Mugalian as a renegade. 


IN ANOTHER unusual procedure, 


the Palatine organization deliberately 
left two scats vacant in its election of 
a board of directors. This was an 


overt gesture to attract dissident 
Democrats who have deserted the 
township organization to form their 
own "Democratic club." 


The Palatine organization elected 


only six members to its eight-member 
board, in what Mugalian openly ad- 
mitted was a questionable practice 
under the organization's bylaws. Mu- 
galian and Soroka told the members 
that Mugalian has had conversations 
with Robert DiFatta, a leader in the 
Democratic club, which they hoped 
would result in the naming of two of 
the dissident Palatine Democrats to 
the board and bring about a reunifica- 
tion of Palatine Township Democrats. 


The reason for the overture toward 


the alienated Palatine Democrats ap- 


peared clear when Robert Glorch, 
treasurer of the organization, report- 
ed that the regular Palatine Demo- 
cratic organization has seven mem- 
bers who arc current in their dues. 


Glorch, who is considered the heir 


apparent to the committeeman's job, 
was elected president of the organiza- 
tion to serve as president while So- 
roka is acting commltteeman. 


Tlic Palatine Democratic organiza- 


tion has been subjected to faction- 
alization since the 1974 election in 
which Mugalian was reclcctcd com- 
mitteemnn in a race with Peter J. 
Gcrling. Gcrling was defeated by Mu- 
galian in 1970 as committecman, and 
Gerling led a rebellion when he was 
again defeated in 1974.

High schools face enrollment dip

for the year. For the new fiscal year, 
the fund has a budget of $8,000, and 
Mrs. Trevor said, "Right now I would 
Imagine we would use that amount of 
money." She said she docs not antici- 
pate needing more than that sum, but 
said, "We could always go before the 
council" If more were necessary. 


THE DEMANDS on the fund began 


a dramatic Increase early this calen- 
dar year. In the period between Sep- 
tcmbttr and December 1374, only four 
families had been added to the wel- 
fare rolls. 


Dy early March, three to four fami- 


lies were seeking assistance each 
week, and the types of families need- 
ing assistance were changing. Thu 
most frequent applicant in the past 
had been female heads of households, 
either widows or divorcees who expe- 
rienced a sudden interruption in child- 
support payments, Mrs. Trevor said. 


But the growth in the number of ap- 


plicants came mostly from 
rmilc 


heads of households who had been 
laid off jobs, she said. 


The assistance office now is receiv- 


ing as many as six applications in a 
week, she said. "The major kind of 
client" has been the unemployed man 
with a family, she said. 


T1IK FACT THAT the caseload in 


the assistance office is high docs not 
necessarily mean unemployment in 
the city is increasing. Mrs. Trevor 
said mo.st of the new applicants wait 
until they have been unemployed for 
an extended time before they ask city 
help. "They come to us when they're 
pretty desperate," she said. Often

Palatine Toivnship organization 
Mugalian quits as Dems' leader

State Rep. Richard A. Mugalian, 


D-Palatlne, resigned Monday night as 
Democratic committcemnn of Pala- 
tine Township, contingent on accept- 
ance of his successor by the County 
Democratic Central Committee. 


Mugalian conditioned his resigna- 


tion on ratification of his successor by 
the county organization, which la com- 
posed of the township and Chicago 
ward commltlecmcn of the party. 


At a meeting of the regular organi- 


zation of the Palatine Democrats, 


Walter Soroka, who had been presi- 
dent of the organization, was elected 
acting committceman to succeed Mu- 
galian. 


Mugalian had promised during his 


campaign he would step down as com- 
mittceman if he won the race for 
state representative in 1972. 


MUGAI.IAN EXPLAINED to the 


organization members that he feared 
an unconditional resignation might re- 
sult in the county central committee's 
naming a new committceman who 
would not be acceptable to the Pala- 


tine organization. 


While officers of the Palatine organ- 


ization implicitly admitted that this 
procedure was open to question under 
their own bylaws, they said they 
feared that the lack of any bylaws in 
the county organization would open the. 
way for a replacement for Mugalian 
by a Democrat of the choosing of the 
Chicago Democratic machine. 


THE ACCEPTED practice in cases 


of resignation of a township com- 
mitteeman has been for the County 
Central Committee to name as a suc- 


cessor the choice of the local organi- 
zation. However. Mugalian pointed 
out that this practice has no basis in 
law and might not be followed by the 
central committee which has re- 
garded Mugalian as a renegade. 
' 


IN ANOTHER unusual procedure, 


the Palatine organization deliberately 
left two seats vacant in its election of 
a board of directors. This was an 
overt gesture to attract dissident 
Democrats who have deserted the 
township organization to form their

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Witness changes story on payoff 
Fulle tax charge to be dropped 


FLOYD T. FULLE 


A petition to drop a $10,000 tax-eva- 


sion charge against County Republi- 
can Chairman Floyd T. Fulle was 
filed Monday by U.S. Atty. James R. 
Thompson because a government wit- 
ness has changed his mind about the 
date of an alleged payoff. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Anton R. Valu- 


kas will ask U.S. District Court Judge 
Abraham L. Marovltz to drop the 
charge against Fulle at a hearing 
Wednesday. 


Fulle was indicted Feb. 13 for fail- 


ing to report a $10,000 payoff from 
contractor William .Adams to In- 
fluence zoning of the Old Madrid 
apartment complex in Palatine Town- 
ship. The complex later was annexed 
to the Village of Palatine. 


Federal prosecutors pinpointed tho 


date of the alleged payoff In a court 
brief filed March 31 as one of the last 
two Saturdays in January 1971. 


ACCORDING TO the petition filed 


Monday, Adams recanted his testi- 
mony April 17 and now says the pay- 
off was delivered to Fulle in May or 
June 1971. 


"Because tho trial date Is near, to 


ensure the defendant a fair trial and 
an adequate opportunity to meet and 
defend against the charge," Thomp- 
son said in the petition, the charge 
should be dropped. 


The petition also asks permission to 


drop part of a perjury charge against 
Fulle that involves a denial that he 
received the $10,000 from Adams. 


FULLE, 53. of 666 Laurel Ave., 


DCS Plalncs, is scheduled to go on 
trial June 2. He has pleaded innocent 
to all charges. 


Remaining charges against Fulle 


are that he extorted a $10,000 payoff 
from developer Thomas Origer to 


pass apartment zoning for 96 acres 
west of Sanders Road and north of 
Forest View Drive in Northfield 
Township; extorted $20,000 from Sell- 
ergren Inc., Park Ridge, to approve 
zoning for the Old Madrid complex; 
committed perjury before the grand 
jury on the purchase price of a winter 
home in Hollywood Fla., and on ac- 
cepting a $20,000 payoff from Adams, 
and filed false income-tax statements 
in 1968,1970 and 1971. 


Army ivon't resume discussion 
Rallies hinted for wider 
public use of Nike Base

A recent decision by the U.S. Army 


not to resume discussion on the use of 
the Arlington Heights Nike Base be- 
fore October lias added fuel to plans 
for citizen demonstrations around the- 
base this summer. 


Thomas J. McDonnell, member of 


the Citizens' Committee for Utilization 
of tho Nike Base, Monday character- 
ized the decision as an attempt to 
head off public protest over the con- 
tinued use of the base as an Army 
Reserve training center. 


"It's obvious we're going to have to 


do something this summer in the way 
of 
a 
p u b l i c 
demonstration," 


McDonnell said. 


Last year, 323 residents picketed the 


Nike Base on Central Road. Leaders 
of the citizens' committee have prom- 
ised lo renew their protest this sum- 
mer. 


WOHD THAT the Army does not 


want to meet again with local officials 
about the continued use of the base 
was sent to U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th, in an April 17 letter 
from Sec. of the Army Howard H. 
Callaway. 


By October the Army will be able to 


provide actual figures on the number 
of Reservists using tho base, Calln- 
way said. 


Residents liavc charged that the 


base Is underused by the Army, and 
tho Arlington Heights Park District 
has requested 31 of the military's "> 
acres. The park district already has 
been given tltlo to 64 acres of former 
Niku Base land. 


"The Army docs not wish to lessen 


its image In the eyes of the local citi- 
zens," Callaway said in his letter to 
Crane. 


"Wo must, however, consider the 


training needs for our Reservists who 
also live In that community. I assure 
you wo will not retain any more of 
this valuable property than we can ef- 
fectively use." 


IN HKI'LY to Callaway's letter, 


Crane predicted that the Army's pref- 
erence lo delay any meeting until Oc- 
tober "will not bo satisfactory to tho 
residents of Arlington Heights." 


"As I understand from your letter, 


the Army needs until October 1075 to 
complete the utilization review of tho 
facility. At that time, I would like the 
Army to present to the community a 
very detailed description of the use of 
tho property. This description should . 
Include an exact breakdown of how 
many men are using each portion of 
tho property at what hours and on 
which days of the week," Crane said. 


Stale studying environment report 


The Illinois Attorney General's of- 


fice Is studying an Army report that 
concludes that the use of the Arling- 
ton Heights Nike Base as an Army 
Reserve training center will not ad- 
versely affect the surrounding neigh- 
borhood. 


The environmental assessment, re- 


quested by the attorney general, 
states that training noises will be re- 
stricted to military cars and trucks 
and Reservists whose voice level "will 
not exceed that of a city school during 
recess." 


Noise from helicopter landings and 


take offs will be limited to the hours 
between 0 a.m. and 4 p.m., except in 
the caso of nonmilitary helicopters 
bringing emergency patients to North- 
west Community Hospital, 800 W. Cen- 
tral Rd., the report states. 


"There will bo no outdoor weapon 


firing, no live demolition explosions, 
no tracked vehicles utilized, no rock- 
ets fired," It states. 


THE IIKI'OHT discounts the likeli- 


hood of air or water pollution or harm 
to animals or vegetation as a result of 
tho reserve activity. 


It notes the controversy concerning 


the continued use of the base and 
states that tho Installation could lie 
used jointly by the military and the 
community at times without conflict. 


The report clearly recommends that 


"A matter of great concern to the 


citizens of Arlington Heights lias been 
the obvious inactivity on most of the 
site . . . 


"Obviously, tho community does not 


want the Army to 'create' activity to 
justify retention of tho land. It is the 
community's belief, and mlno as well, 
that present activity at the center re- 
quires much less land than Is pre- 
sently being occupied," he said. 


Crane suggested that tho Army offi- 


cer in command of tho Nike Base, 
Maj. Gon. Wilbur Munch, meet with 
community leaders "as soon as pos- 
sible" to discuss possible joint uses of 
the military property. 


AN AIDE to Crano in Arlington 


Height!! said Monday that certain 
parts of tho Nike Base could be used 
jointly by the Army and the local 
community. 


Meeting rooms and buildings not now 


being used by tho Army could be 
opened to residents. Baseball and 


the 75 acres at the Niko Base still 
held by the military not be partially, 
or totally abandoned. The Arlington 
Heights Park District has asked for 31 
acres of the remaining 75. It already 
holds 64 acres that were formerly 
part of the base. 


"Comments have been made by city 


representatives that there is no other 
land available in Arlington Heights for 
open space recreational activity. How- 
ever, an aerial photo . . . clearly 
shows a significantly large tract of 
undeveloped land just opposite the Re- 
serve center on the north side of Cen- 
tral Road. In addition ... the city has 
well-balanced open space recreational 
areas within tho city limits, with nu- 
merous other varied facilities avail- 
able to its citizens In close and rea- 
sonable proximity," tho report states. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN tho appear- 


ance of tho Nlko Base are recom- 
mended, Including the demolition of 
two buildings, the complete removal 
of obsolete radar towers and the res- 
toration of the ground around them. 


"Future use of all real property fa- 


cilities . . . by the reserves will bo 
consistent with established standards 
of maintenance, repair and beau- 
tlfication, which require general aes- 
thetic conformity with the surround- 
ing environment," the report states. 


football fields also could be used at 
times that would not conflict with mil- 
itary training exercises, the aide sug- 
gested. 


"ALTHOUGH THE community has 


not made any specific requests, I 
think It would bo wise for tho Army to 
tako the first step and suggest pos- 
sible community uses of the property 
which may be compatible with Army 
needs," Crane told Callaway. 
"I am sum community dis- 


satisfaction will IKS somewhat lessen- 
ed if the residents of the community 
can make some use of tho property." 


Army officers last met with village 


residents and government officials 
March 19 to discuss a request by the 
Illinois Attorney General's office for a 
report on the environmental impact of 
using the base as a training center for 
as many as 0,400 men. 


The last meeting on the park dis- 


trict's request for 31 of the remaining 
75 acres was Feb. 8.

they arc several months behind in 
rent payments, she said. 


Often tho unemployment problem Is 


compounded by lengthy delays In re- 
ceiving state unemployment com- 
pensation checks, Mrs. Trevor said. 
"Wo have situations that have been 
desperate for quite a while, until they 
are almost out of hand," she said. 
There also Is a delay between the 
tlmo a person seeks help from the 
township general assistance program 
and the tlmo checks actually are re- 
ceived, she said. 


Programs sponsored by the town- 


ships arc designed to handle emergen- 
cy needs while applications to the 
state welfare program are being pro- 
cessed. But Mrs. Trevor said the city 
Is handling the same kind of emergen- 
cy needs while township applications 
arc being reviewed, and also Is sup- 
plementing township old after it 
starts. 


Township finances are limited, and 


cannot provide enough help in housing 
and food allowances, 'Mrs. Trevor 
said. 


"IT DOESN'T HELP much if you 


owe three months' back rent to get 
half of this month's rent," she said. 


A&P to close store in Weslmile center 


Tho A&P grocery store nt 1601 W. 


Campbell St., Arlington Heights, will 
be closed, probably at the end of May, 
company officials said Monday. 


"Wo are closing stores that are not 


adequate as far as serving the needs 
of our customers — stores that are 
old, outmoded and without opportuni- 
ty for expansion," said Earl Poyncr, 
A&P vice president and general man- 
ager. 


^-Thc company is negotiating with 
other businesses that may take over 
tho store's lease in the Wcstgato 
Shopping Center, Poyncr said. He 
said ho did not know If another gro- 
cery store would replace the A&P in 
the shopping center. 


"We'll be back to Arlington Heights 


In the right kind of way," he said, 
explaining that tho company is replac- 
ing older stores with larger, more 
modern supermarkets. 


As an example, she said the township 
might provide $100 in housing aid, 
while the monthly rent Is $200. The 
city fund would try to provide the ex- 
tra $100, she said. Also, the townships 
provide $12 per week in food allow- 
ance for tho head of the household, 
and a lower amount for each addition- 
al person in the household. The city 
fund will add to that amount, and also 
provide for such necessities as toilet 
paper and soap, which cannot be pur- 
chased with the township food allot- 
ment. In other situations, the city 
fund will assist with ongoing medica- 
tion costs, until applications with oth- 
er aid programs are approved, al- 
t ho u g h that is required less 
frequently. 


•"There is no way general assistance 


(the township programs) could fulfill 
the need in even a minimal way, par- 
ticularly In the suburbs," Mrs. Trevor 
said. 


The city's program "can help make 


general assistance realistic," and 
"makes the difference in being able to 
survive minimally," she sold. 


Tho city never has turned away an 


applicant because it lacked funds, she 
sold.

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Communists pull back from air base 
U.S. starts final Viet evacuation 


SAIGON <UPI) - The United Stales 


today began the final evacuation of 
Americans from South Vietnam. 


The evacuation came as Viet Cong 


commandos pulled back from the per- 
imeter of Saigon's Tan Son Nhut Air 
Base, letting U.S. Air Force planes 
pick up the evacuees. 


U.S. planes flew Into Tan Son Nhut 


as helicopters and buses took Ameri- 
cans from Saigon to the war-torn air 
base. 


Tho American airlift had been 


stopped for 12 hours by devastating 
Communist rocket, artillery, and In- 
fantry attacks that killed two U.S. 


Marines and closed the air base for 12 
hours. 


In Clark Air Force base in the Phil- 


ippines, a U.S. Air Force spokesman 
said two C130 cargo planes had been 
able to enter Tan Son Nhut in an ef- 
fort to resume refugee pickups that 
were suspended during the attacks. 


The airport was open to military 


traffic, but jittery guards scaled off 
the main gates and turned back 
would-be evacuees who ignored a 24- 
hour curfew and made a last-ditch at- 
tempt to escape the country. 


In downtown Saigon, trucks pulled 


up at the Brink Hotel and pulled out 


alt Americans there in the start of the 
final evacuation of U.S. citizens. 


Military sources said a Viet Cong 


regiment of unknown strength with- 
drew this morning to a command post 
at Tan Phu Trung village on Highway 
1, about 10 miles north of the alrbosc. 


They earlier overran two govern- 


ment ranger battalions in the area, 
the sources said. 


They said the forward Viet Cong po- 


sitions were in an arc two miles 
northwest to north of the base. Two 
battalions of crack government spe- 
cial forces, paratrooper, and in- 
fantrymen moved out trying to secure 


the area. 


Despite the attack on Tan Son Nhut, 


one U.S. C141 Starlifter jet transport 
sped down the runway and took off, 
apparently undamaged. 


Saigon was placed under a 24-hour 


curfew. The health department called 
all hospital workers to their jobs on 
an emergency basis. 


Military sources said Communist 


commandos captured three villages in 
Hoc Mon district, about one mile from 
Tan Son Nhut's center, and that fight- 
ing was under way at three other vil- 
lages. 


Other attacks were reported in the 


Mekong Delta. Field reports said 
three 122mm rockets hit Can Tho, 
South Vietnam's seventh largest dty, 
75 miles southwest of Saigon. One 
round hit the riverfront Giol hotel, 
killing and wounding at least 10 per- 
sons. 


Confusion and panic mounted in Sai- 


gon as the government's position ap- 
peared to crumble even more swiftly. 
Military sources said South Vietnam's 
highest ranking military officer, Joint 
Chief of Staff Chairman Gen. Cao Van 
Vien, and an unspecified number of 
other senior officers fled the country 
aboard Vlen's private C47.

U.S. starts final Viet evacuation 


SAIGON < UPM - The United Stales 


today began the final evacuation of 
Americans from South Vietnam. 


The evacuation came as Viet Cong 


commandos pulled back from the per- 
imeter of Saigon's Tan Son Nhut Air 
Base, letting U.S. Air Force planes 
pick up the evacuees. 


U.S. planes flew into Tan Son Nhut 


as helicopters and buses took Ameri- 
cans from Saigon to the war-torn air 
base. 


The American airlift had been 


slopped for 12 hours by devastating 
Communist rocket, artillery, and in- 
fantry attacks that killed two U.S. 


Marines and closed (he air base for 12 
hours. 


In Clark Air Force base in the Phil- 


ippines, a U.S. Air Force spokesman 
said two C130 cargo planes had been 
able to enter Tan Son Nhut in an ef- 
fort to resume refugee pickups that 
were suspended during the attacks. 


The airport was open to military 


traffic, but jittery guards scaled off 
the mam gales and turned back 
uould-bc evacuees who ignored a 24- 
hour curfew and made a last-ditch at- 
tempt to escape the country. 


In downtown Saigon, trucks pulled 


up at the Brink Hotel and pulled out 


all Amencans there in the start, of the 
final evacuation of U.S. cithens. 


Military sources said a Viet Cong 


regiment of unknown strength with- 
drew this morning to a command post 
at Tan Phu Trung village on Highway 
1, about 10 miles north of the airbase. 


They earlier overran two govern- 


ment ranger battalions in the area, 
the sources said. 


They said the forward Viet Cong po- 


sitions were in an arc two miles 
northwest to north of the base. Two 
battalions of crack government spe- 
cial forces, paratrooper, and In- 
fantrymen moved out trying to secure

Saigon was placed under a 24-hour 


The health department called 
all hospital workers to their jobs on 
an emergency basis.

commandos captured three villages in 
Hoc Mon district, about one mile from 
Tan Son Nhut's center, and that fight- 
ing was under way at three other vil- 
lages. 


Other attacks were reported in the 


Mekong Delta. Field reports said 
three 122mm rockets hit Can Tlio, 
South Vietnam's seventh largest city, 
75 miles southwest of Saigon. One 
round hit the riverfront Gioi hotel, 
killing and wounding at least 10 per- 
sons. 


Confusion and panic mounted in Sai-

able to enter Tan Son Nhut in an ef- 
fort to resume refugee pickups that 
were suspended during the attacks. 


The airport was open to military 


traffic, but jittery guards scaled off 
the main gates and turned back 
would-be evacuees who ignored a 24- 
hour curfew and made a last-ditch at- 
tempt to escape the country. 


In downtown Saigon, trucks pulled 


up at the Brink Hotel and pulled out 


all Americans there in the start of the 
final evacuation of U.S. citizens. 


Military sources said a Viet Cong 


regiment of unknown strength with- 
drew this morning to a command post 
at Tan Phu Trung village on Highway 
1, about 10 miles north of the alrbase. 


They earlier overran two govern-

Army Nike Base 
environmental 
report weighed 


The Illinois Attorney General's of- 


fice is studying an Army report that 
concludes that the use of the Arling- 
ton Heights Nike Base as an Army 
Reserve training center will not ad- 
versely affect the surrounding neigh- 
borhood. 


The environmental assessment, re- 


quested by the attorney general, 
states that training noises will be re- 
stricted to military cars and trucks 
and Reservists whose voice level "will 
not exceed that of a city school during 
recess." 


Noise from helicopter landings and 


take offs will be limited to the hours 
between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m.. except in 
the case of nonmllltnry helicopters 
bringing emergency patients to North- 
west Community Hospital, noo W. Cen- 
tral Rd., the report slates. 


"There will be no outdoor weapon 


firintf. no live demolition explosions, 
no tracked vehicles utilized, no rack- 
ets fired." It states. 


Tilt: ItKI'OHT discounts the likeli- 


hood of air or water pollution or harm 
to animals or vegetation as a result of 
the reserve activity. 


It notes the controversy concerning 


the continued use of the base and 
states Hint the installation could be 
used Jointly by the military and the 
community at times without conflict. 


The report clearly recommends that 


the 73 acres at the Nike Base still 
held by the military' not be partially, 
or totally abandoned. The Arlington 
Heights Park District has asked for .11 
ncres of the remaining 75. It already 
holds M acres that were formerly 
part of the ba.sc. 


"Comments have been made by city 


representatives that there is no other 
land available In Arlington Heights for 
open space recreational activity. How- 
ever, an aerial photo . . . clearly 
shmvs a significantly large tract of 
undeveloped land just opposite the Re- 
serve center on the north side of Cen- 
tral Road. In addition ... the city has 
well-balanced open space recreational 
areas within the city limits, with nu- 
merous other varied facilities avail- 
able to Its citizens in close and rea- 
sonable proximity," the report states. 


IMI'itnVKMRNTS IN the appear- 


ance of the Nlko Base arc recom- 
mended, including the demolition of 
two buildings, the complete removal 
of obsolete radar towers and the res- 
toration of the ground around them.

the obvious inactivity on most of the 
site.. .

The A&P grocery store at 1COI W. 


Campbell St., Arlington Heights, will 
be closed, probably at the end of May, 
company officials said Monday. 


"We arc closing stores that arc not 


adequate as far as serving the needs 
of our customers — stores that arc 
old, outmoded and without opportuni- 
ty for expansion," said Earl Poyner, 
A&P vice president and general man- 
ager. 


The company is negotiating with 


other businesses that may take over 
the store's lease in the Wcstgatc 
Shopping Center, Poyner said. Ho 
said he did not know If another gro- 
cery store would replace the A&P in 
the shopping-center. 


"We'll be back to Arlington Heights 


in the right kind of way," he said, 
explaining that the company is replac- 
ing older stores with larger, more 
modern supermarkets.

Residents of the Arlington Manor 


subdivision in Elk Grove Township 
arc hoping to enlist the aid of neigh- 
boring communities in fighting the 
flooding problem that has plagued tho 
area. 


The small subdivision, tucked in be- 


tween Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect, was flooded again Sunday, 
rekindling residents' efforts to obtain 
flood relief. 


"We have not given up the fight lo 


solve the problem," said Charles 
Sales, president of the Arlington Man- 
or Homeowners Assn. 


He said residents of tho subdivision 


will fight plans by Arlington Heights 
officials 
to allow business devel- 


opment on the western border of the 
subdivision. 


RESIDENTS say further construc- 


tion will only add to their flooding 
problem. 


The subdivision, a semi-developed 


area bounded by Arlington Heights 
Road on the west, Magnolia on the 
south, Douglas on the cast and Cy- 
press Street on the north, lies in a 
flood plain. 


Residents said the flooding problem 


started as the area began to be built 
up. 


According to a township flood study, 


storm water spewing from an Arling- 


ton Heights sewer outlet at the vil- 
lage's border further magnifies the 
area's flooding problems. 


ALLEN J. 
SANDEK. Arlington 


Heights director of engineering, said 
the storm water outlet Is "engineered 
correctly to take storm water along 
the correct drainage path." 


Sander said 
Arlington 
Manor's 


problem is that it was constructed in 
a flood plain or drainage field. 


"The storm waters from Arlington 


Heights western edges have always 
drained into the area and will contin- 
ue to," he said. 


Sander said the ullage has been 


discussing plans for several years to 
construct a detention pond on the west 
side of Arlington Heights Road at Cy- 
press Street. 


"This would, if it's ever construct- 


ed, help the subdivision and those of 
our residents who live on the west 
side in Arlington Heights near there," 
he said. 


Sales said he is familiar with the 


village's plans to build detention 
areas, but said the subdivision cannot 
wait too long for flooding help. 


Sales said residents have enjoyed a 


bit of flooding relief this spring due to 
the location and rodding of farm drain 
tiles that cover the area. 


SALES SAID the township spent 


about $2,000 to power-rod the farm 
field tiles, located on an old township 
map and the rodding nas relieved 
some flooding. 


Although the township in early 1974 


offered to pay $90,000 of a $180,000 
storm-sewer project to solve flood- 
ing in the subdivision, the offer depend 
ed on the subdivision residents com- 
ing up with the rest of the money. 


Sales said the association formed 


about a year ago, has never ap- 
proached its members for funds. 


There are 224 lots in the semi-devel- 


oped subdivision. 


"I couldn't begin to imagine if we 


could raise that much money in the 
subdivision," Sales said. 


He said the group will attempt to 


raise about $2,000 needed to construct 
catch basins to allow easier access to 
the farm tiles that were recently rod- 
ded.
